had the subject not Leen submitted to Congress, the 
President would have been amenable to censure for 
neglecting to exereise his undoutied prerogative.

Seventeen blocks of buildings, of the largest and 
Most costly description, on Wail, Exehenge, Mer.

der was usd in blowmg up houses, there were many 
loud reports, trom oceasonal explosions of powder, 
and casks of surits. During the whole night the 
scene Was one of awtul terror, and indeeenbable gran 
deur, The drought of the season had contributed to 
the con:bustability of the matter, and the rapidity with 
whieh house atter house, aud range after range, were 
wrapped in flames, was truly astonishing. "The wind 
being high, large flakes of fire were bome whirling 
alot through the dark vault of heaven with fearful 
splendor. From the direetion of the wind—to which, 
under Providence, the salvation of perhaps the whole 
city 19 owing—the city of Brooklyn wae conmdered 
in danger; and the flakes of fire were bore along in 
quantities beyond Flatbush. 

The buildings on Exchange place having become 
ovelved i the conflagration, the flames communica. 
ted to the Merchant's Exchange iteelf, the exemprion 
of which had been ao strongly contided m, that a large 
amount of goods was de wsited there for safery. Be- 
fore these could be removed, avd the numerous ten- 
ants vf that editice could remove their private proper. 
1¥s the fire commuimeated to the root, and this svon 
falling 1, carned with it the wall at the east end of 
the building, beneath which several persons are sad 
to have been burned alive. The splendid dome ot the 
Exchange, atior sending columus of flame to an im 
mense hexght, for half an hows, until it wae reduced to

In the early part of the fire Dr. Mauhew's church 
was made a repository for goods, but it, wae subse 
quently reached by the flames, and the whole was en. 
trely destroyed. ‘The number of houses destroyed is 
eeumated at from 700 40.1000, and the loss in gooda, 
&c. at about twenty millions of dollars. The mesur-
